The  coiHpM'st  iiiid  the  mastery  of  the  iiiMdcni  iiiitiil  aro 
inado  and  hold  liy  propayraiida.  The  rapid  dissemination  of 
idoas  l»y  tho  nowspapcr.  the  t(>l('i)lion«'.  the  cahlc  ami  the 
wiroU'ss.  has  so  transformed  our  t  ictics  in  the  intollcctnal 
warfare  that  he  who  will  not  eoinit  with  prnpn^randa  is 
doomed  to  failure.  This  \indoul»ted  fact  must  ever  Ite 
present  to  those  enir;i<red  in  tic  stru<r«rl<'  for  the  suprennn-v 
of  ideas.  Kor.  the  eonstrnetive  mind  of  true  leaders  shouiv, 
think  fnmi  reality  to  |)oliey  and  not  from  policy  to  reality. 
Otherwise  a  conventional  policy  ahsolutely  out  f»f  touch 
with  facts  will  |)revail  to  the  «rreater  detriment  of  the 
cause  they  promote  and  defend. 

The   recognition    of   this   fact    has   founded    the    Catholic 
Truth  Sociefv  and  opened  throu«.'h   its  various  activities  a 
vast  field  of  apostleship  to  the  laity.

For,  r«  "olu- 
tions  that  break  out  in  the  rcl  irion^  (•i'()noiiiH-.  s"  i  or 
political  order  ai'c,  in  the  last  analysis,  but  tlic  mihi  ('sta- 
tion of  the  noiseless  evolutions  of  the  human  mnii'  'deas 
act  like  timed  fuses.  They  burn  slowly,  but  the  e.\  -ion 
is  sure  to  follow.

Three    distinctive    features  mark  out  this  epoch   \n       e 
thinkin<r  mind.     They  all  reflect  a  cluinjre  in  the  outlook     ^ 
hunmn  life  and  its  spiritual  values.     As  it  shows  itself 
its  various  manifestations  thi'ou<rhout  the  world,  our  pre^ 
ent  period  >nay  be  termed  a  period  of  revaluation,  of  rrtal 
justmcnt  and  of  rcconstruvtiou.

We  arc  liviiifr  in  fluid  days  when  spii-ili.al  values  are  be- 
in«r  rrralaatfd.  The  most  elementary,  liasic  principles  of 
the  moral  and  social  order  are  (iiiestioncd  and  new  mean- 
in<rs  are  attacluMl  to  old  forms.  To  one  who  follows  the 
trend  of  modern  thought  as  it  shows  itself  in  its  various 
popular  forms  this  intellectual  tra^redy  is  so  universal  that 
one  often  wond<'rs  if  we  are  not  fast  runninjr  into  a  world- 
wide re  olution  of  which  the  Great  War  was  but  a  fore- 
runue*". 


Tt  is  fallacy  to  ilisposo  of  a  inovt'iiuMit  with  a  si«M'»'h,  an 
eilitoriul  or  a  resolution.  DcHnitf  forces  arc  to  be  rej'koneil 
with.  Our  duty  is  then  to  n»e«'t  Mie  thou«rht  at  the  back  of 
a  movement  by  a  counter  th<»utrht  or  a  colhiteral  thoufrht. 

What  an  iiuinense  field  is  hei'c  o|m  iied  t«»  I  lie  activities  of 
the  ('.  T.  S.  of  Canada  I  The  intrinsic  power  of  truth  and 
justice  is  always  more  apparent  when  in  the  confusion  of 
radical  transfoi'iuations  men  must  turn  Imck  t«>  first 
principles.  When  the  world  is  trying  to  (piestion  and  re- 
valuate  its  fundamental  ideas  of  ethics,  economics  and 
religion,  is  it  not  our  duty  to  come  forward  into  th»'  open 
with  the  eternal  and  unchant^iufjr  principles  of  Truth  and 
Right?  The  niould  must  be  ready  when  the  fluid  steel  is 
about  to  be  caste.  Ii«*t  our  pamphlets,  papers,  i-in-ulars  be 
the  rea<ly  moulds  to  receive  and  shape  the  fluid  modern 
mind. 

Readjustment  neces.sarily  follows  revaluation.  Action 
ultimately  re><ts  on  theory. 

Outaide  of  the  Church  nations,  Christian  in  name,  pagan 
'  reality,  teel  that  the  world  needs  readjustment  in  its 
views  and  policies.  This  is  "an  ajritatetl  and  expectant 
ajfe,"  said  (Jladstone.  Tlt<'  brilliant  theories  that  (lictafed 
their  social  lejrislation,  ilii-ected  their  educatioiml  program 
and  featured  their  international  outlook,  have  been  weighed 
and  found  wantiii<r.  They  c(»uld  not  stand  ajrainst  the 
scorching  flames  of  experience,  the  melting  fires  of  facts. 

Ill  the  Church  this  reajustment  means  the  «'voluti(»n  not 
of  doctrine,  but  of  policy  which  is  the  adaption  of  the 
d<K'trine  to  actual  facts.  This  is  most  noticeable  in  the 
SOI -al  and  ec(tnomic  orders.  For,  there  man  di  iws  the  ulti- 
mate cniiclusion  of  his  theories,  reduces  his  docti'ine,  his 
cr- ed  It)  actual  life.  .lust  as  the  principles  of  the  ultra- 
liberal  and  ultra-reactionary  schools  have  bc«'n  detrimental 
,o  socie' V,  so  also  has  the  p(»licy  of  aloofness  and  non-inter- 
terei$ee  |)roven  fatal  to  Clnnch,  particularly  in  (certain 
i  dustrial  and  mining  centres.  For,  as  the  fearless  liishop 
-\ettler  said,  of  what  us»'  of  our  I'eferring  the  workingman, 


by  wuy  of  coiiHolation.  to  i..v  next  world  if  in  this  world  we 
l.'t  hiiii  uiul  his  wife  uiul  liis  fhildr«Mi  pfi-ish  with  hunger. 

What  ininuMJsi'  Jjorizons  loom  np  In^fore  the  Catholii- 
Truth  Soci'ty!  What  an  <»pportunity  for  "the  printed 
vitssayc"  ...  spread  true  principles,  advocate  right  policies 
and  help  to  reconstruct  moilern  society  on  the  ('hristian

When,  indccil  nations  will  have  revaluatcv,  their  uieals 
of  life  and  readjusted  private  and  national  life  to  them,

rnc(|ualled  arc  the  opjH.rtunities  of  the  hour.  Will  we 
rise  t(»  the  oci-asioii?  There  is  the  agonizing  problem  whicu 
grips  the  hearts  of  th(»se  who  wish  to  «lo  great  things  for 
.Icsns  Christ  and  '.lis  Church. 

The  platonic  admiration  of  what  others  have  «b»ne, 
the  rehearsal  of  what  our  forefathers  have  done,  the 
passing  of  resolutions,  beautiful  speeches,  noisy  applause, 
iei.d  -lowhere.  The  minute  book  of  our  various  organiza- 
tions is  like  a  cemetery.  On  each  page,  as  on  a  tomb-stone, 
one  can  read:  "■Here  lies  what  fthouhl  have  been  done — 
may  it  rest  in  peace!" 

Action,  an  intelligent,  immediate  and  persevering  action, 
a  personal  and  corporate  acticui,  is  what  we  need  if  the 
printed  message  is  to  meet  the  ojiportunity  of  this  crucial 
but  momentous  period. 

A  definite  program  of  action  would,  in  <nir  estimation, 
hiiiAy  publication,  propanatioii  and  support. 

ilas  not  the  time  come  for  the  C.T.S.  of  Canada  to  formu- 
late a  policy  of  publication*  The  very  breath  of  propa- 
ganda is  publicity.     Long  enough  have  we  been  living  on 
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'f^mm 


and  enjoyinif  tho  brains  of  others.  l*ami>hlots,  1i*  ur«». 
answering  to  the  speeitie  needH  of  tlie  Chure!)  in  *  anmla 
are  in  demand  and  in  order.  A  detinite  scheme  of  puhh.-a- 
tion,  which  will  eonse-ipt  ft»i  the  service  of  th"  Chur.h  the 
inielleetu. '  forces  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  sh.Mild  »>♦•  the  out 
come  of  the  deliberations  of  r".r  annual  meetings  A  C.T.S. 
Canadian  series  is  in  demand. 

DefinitenesH  of  purpo.se  and  immediate  action  «•»••'  what 
we  need  most  in  a  nati«m-\vitb-  work  which  involves  tiie  con- 
certed effort  of  all  forces.  Vague  gencralites  and  imletl- 
nite  pr  >erastination  have  (iuenched  the  hn's  of  many  eii- 
thusiusms  and  congealed  many  noble  endeavors. 

But,  of  the  silent  messengers  of  the  C.T.S.  publications 
can  be  said  what  was  written  of  the  Apostles:  "They  will 
not  l>e  heard  if  they  are  not  sent."  The  systematic,  organ- 
ized propayatioii  of  ('atholic  literature  is  a  vitui  factor 
in  the  success  (»f  the  C  T.S.  't  is  indeed  an  easy  mat- 
ter to  place  a  book-rack  in  a  Church  vestibule,  hospital  or 
club-room;  Lut  to  keep  that  rack  well  replenished  and  at- 
tractive :3  f.  :ur  more  difficult  task.  It  demands  on  the  part 
of  the  one  in  charge  -in  intelligent  grasp  of  the  lovjality,  the 
nysehology  of  its  people,  antl  above  all  and  unrelenting 
i)urning  zeal.  A  sporadic  effort  often  leaves  around  the 
semi-empty  and  dusty  book-rack  the  ad  impression  of  a 
failure.    The  soul  has  fled ;  a  corpse  :  smains. 

Puhlication  and  propagat  on  to  have  continuity,— and 
only  the  continuous  and  repeated  eff«»rt  of  the  printed  mes- 
sage counts — need  t.)  be  backed  and  uplieiii  by  the  nnfal 
and  financial  support  of  all  ('atholics.  Left  to  the  zeal  «)f 
a  few  the  work  is  doomed  to  be  local  in  its  intiuence  and 
open  to  discouragc.iiv. 

This  fin,  icial  and  mo:. J  suppori  will  not  be  given  to  the 
(  .T.S.  by  tlie  Catholic  })eople  at  lurg( .  if  the  people  have 
not  the  vision,  if  the  latent  forces  that  lie  1.  ied  down  in 
their  ranks  are  not  marshalled  t(^  the  f^ont  \u  organization. 
Vision  and  organization,  on  those  two  pc-les  tt^st  and  revolve 
the  permanent  suicesf  and  tine  otticiency  of  tl«e  C.T.S.  as 
a  Catholic  factor  in  tiie  Canadian  Nation. 


Vision  there  »viil  be,  if  the  people,  and  particularly  the 
leaders  of  the  people,  have  faith  in  the  eonqiierin«j:  power 
of  truth  and  confidence  in  its  supreme  mastery  and  ulti- 
mate triumph.  "Lord  Acton's  view  of  history  was  largely 
that  ideas,  not  men  or  events,  made  differences  between  one 
era  and  the  next.  Free-will,  transuhstantiation,  liberty  and 
predestination  are  the  ideas  that  liave  made  revolutions  and 
poured  human  blood  like  water. ' '  Has  not  the  idea  of  self- 
determination,  launched  by  Woodrow  Wilson,  swept  the 
world  like  a  forest  fire,  irrepressible  and  insurmountable. 
Like  dry  timber,  the  nations  and  empires  of  Europe  ami 
Asia  are  still  crackling  with  its  burnin<r  flames. 

Religious  truth  particularly  has  tliis  conquering  i)ower. 
for  it  strikes  at  the  very  eonscience  of  man.  Aiul  it  is  ulti- 
mately in  the  human  eonscience  that  are  born  those  deci- 
sions that  rule  the  destinies  and,  at  times,  remake  the  map 
of  the  world.  For  religious  truth  is  the  anchor  of  the  moral 
life  of  man,  and  therefore  of  nations.  With  it  we  find  in 
the  storm  at  sea  the  seeurity  of  jxtrt.  Witliout  it  the  ship 
is  tossed  as  a  toy  on  the  cross-current  of  coiitlicting 
thought  and  drifts  with  the  ebb  and  How  of  the  tide  of 
human  passion. 

Cfmfronted.  nowadays,  with  the  enormous  output  of 
j)rinted  matter  and  its  apparent  wastage  one  is  at  times 
tempted  to  say  with  the  (lonbtful  Apostles:  "To  what  pur- 
pose is  this  wastage?"  Let  us  not  forget  the  Master's  pai'- 
able.  Some  of  the  seed  indeed, — too  much  of  it ! — will  fall 
by  the  way-side,  on  the  cold  stones  of  apathy  and  inditfer- 
ence,  among  the  thorns  and  briai's  (tf  the  cares  of  this 
world.  Yet  the  seed  is  bound  also  to  fall  on  well  prepared, 
expectant  soil.  There  (iod  will  give  it  growth  and  have 
it  vield  a  hundredfold.  The  ultimate  triumph  of  Catho- 
lie  Truth  rests  on  the  explicit  promise  of  the  Master: 
"Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away;  but  my  words  shall 
not  pass  away."  When  then  the  gloomy  shadows  of  doubt 
creep  around  us,  when  the  fires  of  our  first  enthusiasm  are 
burning  low,  this  vision  of  the  world  as  a  caravan  that  has 
struck  its  tents  and  is  passing  into  the  unknown,  will  steel 


-ws  affainst  discoiirafronipnt  and  pivc  us  confidence  in  the 
ultimate  triumph  of  our  Cause. 

To  believe  that  this  hroad  vision  of  the  possibilities  of  the 
(•  T  S  will  beconie  universal  would  be  Utopian.  The  preat 
number  cannot  jrrasp  the  profound  sijrnifii'ance  atul  the 
vast  intent  of  this  work.  Leaders  only  have  that  far  vjew 
jn.d  wide  ran-e  of  thiiiL's.  But  by  the  i)owers  of  onjanna- 
t,(n>  they  can  extend  the  l>cnctits  of  their  vision  to  the 
masses. 

By  the  continued  or  peri(.dical  contact  with  its  inspinufr 
motive  and  directive  purpose  an  or«rani/ation  develops  the 
undevch.pcd  powers  and  rallies  the  dissipated  and  undi- 
rected forces.  Like  a  chcmiciil  rcajrcnt.  it  crystallizes  th«« 
tioatiu};  cner«ries  and  stimulates  enthusiasm  ami  becomes  its 

driving'  force. 

hiirrmitiomil  in  its  sc.pe— Truth  is,  alter  all,  the  only 
jastiiifr  and  justifiable  imperialism  in  the  \\ov\d— national 
in  its  <»rjranization,  the  (\T.S.  will  unite  the  forces  that  now 
have  no  value  because  they  are  dissipated  or  undirected, 
and  convert  them  into  one  jrreat  unit  to  work  }i>teUiqrntl;i, 
irilliii'ihi  and  anh  rhi  for  the  w.-lfarc  of  the  Church.  To 
nuinv  problems,  bv  its  conjrresscs,  by  exchan^'c  of  ideas  be- 
twcc"n  the  various  branches,  the  ('.  T.  S.  will  brinff  the 
iKMiefit  of  a  unified  counsel  and  abidiufr  jruidance. 

The  listless  apathy  of  those  who  by  (»fHcc  or  position  in 
the  communitv  shoiild  be  our  leaders  is  everywhere,  we 
know,  the  standing;  obstacle  to  the  formation  and  continu- 
ance of  a  livinj;  or«;anization. 

And  when  lca<l«'rs  are  to  be  found  the  jrreat  power  ol 
inertia  is  to  be  overcome  in  the  masses.  Tlie  policy  of  lead- 
ership is  often  crippled  and  even  abandoned  because  the 
•rreat  mass  of  the  Catholic  people  h(.ld  aloof  or  work  in  dis- 
connected jrroups.  The  awakeninjj  of  the  masses  to  the  con- 
sciousness of  their  responsibilities  is  a  slow  process.  ()nly 
stronjr  currents  of  opinion  move  the  masses.  An  intcllijrent, 
persistent  and  well  or<ranized  propofranda  will  create  them. 

To  avoid  discourafrement  and  illusion  let  our  organiza- 
tion be  also  realistic,  based  not  on  dreams  of  what  should 
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be,  but  on  facts  and  figures.  The  amount  of  energies  that 
are  lost  in  the  workings  of  our  various  Church  organizations 
is.  in  our  humble  opinion,  stupendous.  Our  meetings  too 
often  remain  within  the  boundaries  of  glittering  generalities 
and  empty  formalities.  Our  plans  miss  fire  because  they 
lack  that  business  snap,  that  pointedness  of  method  and  di- 
reetedness  of  purpose  which  feature  other  less  worthy 
causes. 

This  realism  in  orpranization  is  noteworthy,  particularly 
to  a  minority  which  cannot  afford  to  spend  uselessly  its 
energies.  The  strength  of  an  organized  minority  lies  in  the 
fact  that  every  unit  yields  full  value  aiul  that  no  power  is 
wasted  to  overcome  friction. 

The  existence  of  an  or(i<niizin(/  srcrrtarii  for  each  Diocese 
or  Province  would  be  in  our  estimation,  the  only  practical 
way  an  organization  so  extensive  as  that  of  the  C.  T.  S.  can 
enlist  and  keep  secure  the  sympathies  of  patrons  and  mem- 
bers, co-ordinate  the  various  forces  and  call  into  play,  when 
necessary,  new  and  fresh  energies. 


The  Catholic  Tnith  in  tlic  world  is  like  our  mighty 
Niagara.  Standing  by  its  rushing  waters,  we  admire  their 
beauty  and  fed  their  powers.  They  tigure  well,  if  you  wish, 
in  otir  spiritual  landscape,  for  wc  know  that  they  flow  from 
the  "Word"  of  (Jod.  But  we  fan  '.)  harness  them  to  the 
printed  leaf  which,  like  a  live  wire,  will  carry  wherever  it 
is  directed  the  steady  light  of  divine  Revelation,  the  glowing 
heal  and  eiuM'gizing  jxywer  of  (Jod's  love. 

The  force  of  the  ('.  T.  S.  is  dynami<*.  We  have  only  to 
throw  the  switch  on  to  realize  its  latent  powers.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  giving  to  this  great  Catholic  endeavor  its 
|)ro])er  i)lace  in  the  Church  of  Canada  rests  on  each  and 
everv  one  of  us.
